There  were  og  or ses  of  Infectious  Diseases 
notified  duriiij^  cne  yeex-  compared  with  65  in  the 
previous  year.  There  were  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Lever 
2 of  which  were  removed  to  Hospital,  lleasles 
accounted  for  47  notii  icanons  - a mild  epidemic 
srairted  in  October  and  lasted  Ll  to  6 weeks.

The  common  types 
of  defect  're;~  pLising  and  penetrating  dampness, 
defective  roof  a.nd  floor.  They  are  also  lacking  in 
amenities  such  as  - Vontillated  Food  Store,  bath  and 
hot  water  supplj^.
